The site of the battle at Bosworth has, 
of course, undergone considerable transfor­ 
mation iu later times. 
A canal and rail­ 
way now intersect its area ; the swampy 
ground has been drained, and a wood occu­ 
pies what was once a morass, the nature of 
which had something to do with the dispo­ 
sitions, and perhaps also the result of the 
conflict. 
W ithin living memory, many 
relics of the fight have been discovered 
during draining operations. In the church­ 
yard at Dadlington large numbers of the 
slain were interred ; and a few years since, 
in digging new graves, piles of skeletons 
were unearthed, lying five or six deep. 
The ill-fated King’s remains were disturbed 
much earlier ; for when the monasteries 
were seoularizad, his tomb was destroyed, 
and it is said that his body was thrown 
into the river Soar, and his stone coffin 
afterward used as a horse-trough. 
n 1612, 
however, W reu states in his “ Parenta- 
lia,” that he saw, in Alderman Robert 
Heyrick’s garden at Leicester, a handsome 
stone pillar, three feet high, imferibed : 
Here lies the body of Richard H L , 
some time King of England ;” and at the 
present day there is a tablet in King Rich­ 
ard's Road, Leicester, stating that “ Near 
this spot lie the remains of Richard III , 
the last of the Plantagenets.” 
But no 
g ave or mausoleum now exists by which 
hiB last resting-place can be verified, and 
hence those royal remains, unhonored in 
death, have long since been scattered— 
how and where, none now can tell. 
A t Bosworth Hall, the seat of Sir Beau­ 
mont Dixie, are preserved several alleged 
relics of the fight—such as the suit of 
armor worn by the King, cannon-balls dug 
up from the field, and various weapons ; 
although some antiquaries are of opinion 
that the last-named belonged to a subse­ 
quent period. 
Close to the well where the King is sa'd 
to have drank on the eventful morning was 
erected in 1812 a cairn of stones about 
twe've feet high, with an inscription in 
Latin to the following effect: 
“ W ith 
water from this spring Richard III., King 
of England, quenched his thirst whilst 
very valoroualy and with bitterest incense- 
ment fighting in battle against Henry, Earl 
of Richmond, about to lose his life as well 
as scepter before nightfall, August 22, A. 
D., 14S5.” 
Tiiis well, situated at the 
northern edge of the wood now existing, 
is an interesting memorial of the mem­ 
orable 
battle 
cf 
Bosworth 
Field. 
Iu 
18G2, 
the 
British 
Archaeological 
Association, 
then 
in 
session 
at 
Lei­ 
cester, visited the sp o t; aud on the site 
a paper was read, and a fac-simile of the 
Kmg’s crown and various delineations of 
that monarch and his insignia exhibited ; 
but although the uroceedings of that day 
aroused a deeji interest in the historical 
events of 14SÓJ they resulted in no prac­ 
tical steps be ing taken to commemorate the 
batlle. 
Since, 18(52, however, a considerable re­ 
vival has taken place in antiquarian re­ 
searches. 
The impulse which higher edu­ 
cation has imjt-rted to such subjects has 
awakcued au interest in the renowned 
events of history, and visitois in ever- 
increasing numbers repair to the spots 
made classic in their country’» a

GOVERNOR 
STANFORD'S OPÓN LETTER. 


Governor Stanford has fairly met the 
aearching qnestiona addressed to him by the 
editor of the Argonaut, and though it 
would be impossible in so brief a paper to 
discuss every point in exhaustive detail, be 
haa succeeded in epitomizing the salient 
features of the transportation question, and 
has presented them so clearly that they 
cannot be misapprehended unless willfully. 
To find fault with such an answer because 
it does not deal with specified allegations 
is irrational. The questions which the Gov 
ernor was called upon to m eet were in 
themselves general, and could only be an­ 
swered by reference to broad principles. 
And it must be understood that in a ma­ 
jority of instances when specific charges of 
unfairness are made against the railroad, 
the belief in an existing wrong is traceable 
to defective information, or ignorance of 
the leading principles upon which the busi­ 
ness of transportation is founded. 
The 
Governor has shown conclusively that the 
staple charge of discrimination involved 
in the assaults upon the contract system is 
wholly unwarranted, and that the princi­ 
ple of basing rates upon the value of the 
goods carried, is the only one which renders 
possible that elasticity and adaptability 
which enable freights of small value to be car­ 
ried long distances to a market. 
It is, how­ 
ever, upon these charges that the hostility 
to the railroad rests mainly, and if they 
areshown to be nntenable, there remains lit 
tie more of the so-called anti monopoly 
position than a fabric of misrepresentation 
and misconception which will not stand 
analysis for a moment. 


It is deserving of remark that those who 
inveigh against the practice of charging 
freight rates by the classification system 
confine themseives to such denunciation 
and refrain from suggesting any better 
method. 
The truth is that no other prac 
ticable method can he devised, and it is 
one which is in use upon all railroads, the 
world oveP. 
Nor is the reason of its 
universal adoption far to seek. 
In trans 
portation the volume of freight depends 
largely upon the volume of business. 
Kan 
ning rolling stock empty is ruinous. 
The 
lowest ratss are preferable to no business. 
But in order to make low rates possible, 
high rates must also be possible. 
In other 
words, to obtain a low minimum there must 
be a high maximum. 
The hight of the 
maximum, however, is controlled as com 
pletely by business considerations as the 
lowness of the minimum. 
The maximum 
is charged upon the goods which will bear 
it without curtailing 
the 
profits which 
induce the shipper to use the railroad 
The maximum, that is to say, must always 
be a rats which the shipper can afford to 
pay. 
It cannot be a prohibitory rate, be­ 
cause that would frustrate the primary ob­ 
jects of the transportation agent. 
To base 
freight rates upon what is called the cost of 
-the service to the carrier, would be to cir­ 
cumscribe and diminish the usefulness of 
the railroad, for it would at once render 
impossible the carriage of all low class 
freight. 
W hatever agency reduces the 
-maximum, by the same operation raises the 
minimum, since every railroad has fixed 
expenses, and must raise them out of what­ 
ever freight it carries, be the amount large 
or small. 
A high maximum and a low 
minimum represent the ideally best con­ 
ditions of transportation, for under them 
the largest possible amount of all classes 
of freight is carried at the lowest averaga 
rate to the shipper. 


Under this system it íb possible to carry 
low class freight at rates which would 
entail positive loss upon the railroad if the 
elasticity of the system did not make it 
possible to recoup these losses on high class 
freight^ The general result is that the 
secure S*A£g£- sjrtdum ejjf 


the average |rate is very low, 
that production is stimulated, thet settle­ 
ment is encouraged, and that the consumer 
of the high class article loses nothing. 
No 
one, a* wo liavo eaid above, has undertaken 
to show how the principle of adjusting 
freight rates by the cost of service to the 
carrier would operate. 
The first attempt 
to do this must result in 
a complete 
demonstration of the impracticability of the 
plan. 
It could only benefit a fewahipperB 
of high class freight, at the expence of the 
commnnity, to the detriment of the great 
producing class, and to the deterioration 
of railroad service. 
Classification in fact is 
the main guarantee of low freight rates for 
the majority of shippers. 
In making this 
clear Governor Stanford has removed a 
stumbling-block, and has enabled every 
intelligent reader of his letter to perceive 
that the railway system is not an arbitrary 
and capricious one, inspired by blind greed, 
but a carefully and philosophically elabo­ 
rated method, which is the outcome of 
long experience in transportation, 
and 
which combines the best attainable results, 
both for the shipper and the transporter. 
A t to the contract system, the explana­ 
tion of that is not less complete. 
It in­ 
volves neither coercion nor discrimination. 
The general tariff is open to all. 
It Í9 the 
lowest which has been found practicable for 
general business. 
Every citizen is equally 
at liberty to do business under it. 
If, 
however, any person desires special rates, 
and is willing in consideration for such 
rates to give all his business to the rail­ 
road, he can make a contract. 
The rest is 
the natural and inevitable result of open 
competition. 
To say that merchants are 
coerced because they find it to their inter­ 
est to enter into contracts, is no more ra­ 
tional than 
to 
say that a 
man is put 
under coercion when he finds it necessary 
to infuse new enterprise into his business, 
to meet the efforts of a rival in the same 
line. 
Any merchant is free to refuse to 
advertise, but he must take the conse­ 
quences if he does so refuse. 
Such^n one 
might with equal foroe allege that he was 
coerced into advertising because his com­ 
petitors who utilized the columns of the 
press left him no other alternative but to 
follow their example. 
Nor is there any. 
thing at all unreasonable or tyrannical in 
the conditions applied to special contracts. 
The single consideration for the transporter 
in such a transaction ia the advantage of 
obtaining all the contracting merchant’s 
business. 
If that is not given the trans­ 
porter ia a loser by the arrangement. It is 
therefore 
clearly 
necessary 
that some 
guarantee of good faith on the part of the 
merchant should be given. 
If he does not 
like to give that guarantee the implication 
mast be that he does not intend to fulfill 
hi* part in the undertaking. 
If he objecta 
lo iiie ooüditióss tkcr> can be no other ra­ 
tional conclusion than this. 
If he means 
to act in good faith he oan have nothing to 
apprehend. It must therefore be suspected 
that merchants who denounce the contract 
system have wished |o obtain an unfair 
advantage by it, and ’jfevg. failed to do so. 


When the questions of classification and 
the contract system b:ive been eliminated, 
the remaining itanes ,-tre of comparatively 
easy solution.

The real origin of the dangerous con­ 
fusión of thought which has of late years 
led a considerable element to believe that 
the property in railroads ia cot private, bnt 
quasi public, must however be sought in 
the very last place where thinking men 
would have expected to find it, namely, in 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 
The unfortunate and mis­ 
chievous opinion of that tribccal in the 
Chicago Elevator cases has for years fur- 
nisued an armory of communistic theories 
to the superficial, and to the large class of 
political demagogues. 
Under an increas­ 
ingly loose and vague interpretation of the 
phrase “ public uses," the masses have been 
encouraged to adopt the doctrine that they 
have a right to dictate the terms upon 
which they are to enjoy the fruition of cer­ 
tain forms of investm ent; and the pro­ 
gress of this sophistical theory in the direc 
tion of naked confiscation has been con­ 
stantly stimulated by the rivalry of reck­ 
less and unscrupulous demagogues, bidding 
against one another for the support of the 
voters, by outdoing one another in their 
promises of legalized robbery. 
Nor is it 
possible to foresee the termination of this 
kind of competition iu injustice, so long 
as the present doctrines are upheld by the 
supreme appellate Court of the country. 
It is in vain to talk of an ultimate limit of 
reduction. 
As Governor Stanford forcibly 
observes : “ If party methods take the direc 
“ tion of premising reductions in the rates 
“ of transportation, and parties are to chal- 
“ lenge each other to rivalry in bids of this 
“ character, then the party that antici- 
“ pates the ultimate logic of such a con- 
“ test, and promises that transportation 
“ under its administration shall cost noth- 
“ ing, will at once surpass its competitors 
“ iu the breadth of its conceptions and the 
“ splendor of its appeal to the spirit of 
“ confiscation.'’ 
No thoughtful man cau fail to see that 
this is the tendency of the anti-railroad 
agitation. 
Under the theory of a public 
right to regulate, public regulation will 
inevitably follow; ami 
since in politics 
he who promises the most usually secures 
the largest support, so it is equally in­ 
evitable that every ofiice-seekcr will offer 
to voters more aud more of other people’s 
property to engage their sympathy and se­ 
cure their approval.

AN 
EGYPTIAN 
SUCCESS. 


There has been received news of a quite 
serious repulse sustained by a part of Gen­ 
eral W olseley’s forces on Saturday. 
It 
appears that the Egyptians were strongly 
intrenched, and that the First Division of 
the British army was ordered to assault 
their position. 
The Egyptian artillery 
was, however, so well served, and its tire 
was so true and hot, that the division 
could make no headway. 
And a fierce in­ 
fantry fire from the trenches completed 
their discomfiture, compelling them to fall 
back, and apparently almost inducing a 
rout. 
One account says that the division 
retired four mile9 before it could be halted 
and reformed, and this looks very much 
like running away. 
General W olseley 
made desperate personal efforts to rally 
his men, and succeeded, 
when reinforce­ 
ments arrived, in bringing them into order 
again. 
But the attack was a failure, and 
though the Egyptians did not seek to take 
any further advantage of the repulse they 
had inflicted, it is evident that Arabi has 
very greatly revived bis prestige, and the 
morale of his army, by this successful 
check given to the British. 
The Egyptian 
force is described as being 40,000 strong, 
while the whole English army in Egypt 
numbers less than 35,000. 
It is beginning 
to be apparent that General W olseley may 
have his hands full if he has to assault in ­ 
trenched camps every time. 
If Arabi has 
sense to avoid a pitched battle, and keep 
always to hi* intrenchments, he may pro­ 
long the campaign until the rising of the 
Nile renders further military operations im­ 
possible. 
Aud if then he retires into the 
desert, or takes possession of Cairo aud 
fortifies it, the war will not be settled this 
year.

sign and execution, is a work of high scenic 
art. 
To have done first with description: 
The center foreground is framed in with 
heavy draperies, rich in dark, warm coloring, 
gracefully involved 
and sweeping to the 
stage on either side of the middle foreground. 
In the vista thus opeued is the field for the de­ 
sign. The subject is appropriately chosen from 
dramatic literature, being an original concep­ 
tion foundtd upon a parsige in the majestic 
tragedy of “ Othello.” Toe entire foreground 
. is occupied with a representation of the 
piazza of a Venetian pilace, through the col 
onade of which a view of the grand canal and 
the city ofVeuiceare seen in the c enter distance. 
Three figures occupy positions on the piazza. 
A Venetian Hignior reelioei ia the attitude of 
an attentive listener; and at bis feet, on 
low stool, sits a lady, regal in youth, beauty 
and attitude, apparently listening to an all­ 
absorbing recital of the third figure, which is 
th at of a gracefully powerful dark man, who, 
slightly leaning upon the balustrade with one 
hand, holds the other in a gesture of narra­ 
tion. 
This latter is the most striking figure 
of the three. 
The dcess is semi-barbaric iu 
splendor, while the action of its attitude is 
graceful and dramatic. 
Thns the dramatic 
characters of the subject are presented as 
Brabantio, Desdemona and Othello, and the 
scene from the tragedy selected for repre­ 
sentation is described in Othello’s defense be­ 
fore the Duke and Senators : 
•• Her father loved me, oft invited me, 
Still questioned me, the story of my life. 
1 ran it through, even from my boyish days 
To the very moment when he bade me tell it, 
Wherein 1 spake of mo3t uisastrous chances, 
Of moving accidents by flood and Held. 


Tuis to bear 
Would Desdemona seriously incline.

My story being done, 
She gave me for my pains a world of sighs. 
She swore, in faith, 'twas strange, ’tw-as passing 
strange, 
’Twas pitiful, ‘twas wondrous pitiful. 
She wished she had not heard it, yet Bhe wished 
That heaven had mace her such a man. She thanked 
me. 
And bade me if I had a friend th at loved her, 
1 should but teacb him how to till my story, 
And th at would woo her.” 
Much of tha poetic sentim entality from 
this pleasing love-dreaming passage the artist 
has fixed in the fervid expression of his work. 
Anyrhing more highly fanciful or more vio­ 
lently dramatic vould have become tiresome 
by its excess of action. 
In this pleasing pict­ 
ure renown and valor are winning the love of 
yonth and beauty. 
The face of Desdemona 
speaks her p a rt: 
“ My heart's subdued 
Even to the very quality of my lord ; 
Í saw Othello's visage in his mind, 
And to his honors and his vaii&nt parts 
D.d I my soul and fortunes consecrate." 
The artist has not hesitated to take Othello 
at his word on the disputed question of com­ 
plexion. which in this work is shaded down 
to blae.k 
The artist kza evidently given lit­ 
eral construction to the words of Othello : 
“ Haply for I am black." 
The entire work possesses a high general 
merit, with here and there superior excellen­ 
cies. 
The brilliant-colored rug at Othello’s 
fsst is 
artistically disordered by a fold as 
to tem pt the spectator to restore its order 
with the foot; the drapery of Desdemona's 
figure is 
rich 
and 
Instrous as any to

portrait work; 
the 
earnest, 
thoughtful attention of 
Desde- 
niona’s 
face, 
unconscious 
of 
the 
Love 
speli being wrought, are points which will 
meet approval if they do not challenge ad­ 
miration.

A representative of the R e c o r d - U n io n 
called at the office of the Chief H orticultur­ 
ist, M r. Cooke, yesterday, and in answer to 
inqairies be was informed th at daring the 
last six weeks letters were received, accompa­ 
nied by specimens, from several counties, 
especially specimens of leaves of grape-vines, 
peach, plum, pear and almond trees, that 
were dried np and apparently the vegetable 
saps extracted. 
On examination the leaves 
were found to have been infested by several 
species of minute insects. 
Those from Fres­ 
no were infested by a small yellow mite one- 
seventieth of an inch in leDgtk, cblong, ovate 
in form, body and legs covered with spines, 
two minute red marks on tbe hack near the 
head, mouth parts formed for biting or suck­ 
ing, and eight legs. 
This species somewhat 
resembies iu form the red spider (or mite), 
but differs in color. 
For the present it may 
be named the yellow mite. 
The leaves received from Vacaville were 
infested with a species of thrip. 
Mr. Cooke 
visited the section week before last and pro­ 
cured specimens of the species in all stages of 
its existence, larva,-pupa and perfect insect, 
which are mounted for microscopic use. The 
larva has the appsarance of a small louse, 
with elongated abdomen, color primrose yel­ 
low, with a transverse orange color bar at base 
and a similar bar at tip of abdomen ; the at- 
tencre are five jointed, and length of larva 
one-thirtieth of an inch. 
This insect is act­ 
ive in the pupa state, therefore the trans­ 
formation is incomplete. 
The adult, or per­ 
fect insect, color brownish-black, with a 
brown transverse bar on prothorax, and two 
yellowish bands across wings, attenca* eight 
or r.ine-jointed, length of insect une-twenty- 
eighth of an inch. Mr. Cooke Btates th at some 
nautralists have doubts as to the thrips 
being vegetable feeders, especially Professor 
W ralsh, who stated they were predaceous, and 
lived upon other species of insect life. 
Mr, 
Cooke sayB th at he is satisfied th at they live 
apon vegetable saps, as can be witnessed on 
examination of 
the leaves on trees and 
plants infested by them at V aca and Pleas­ 
ant valleys, viz., pear, peach, plum and al­ 
mond trees ; also on the beans and sunflow­ 
ers. 
He coionized some thrips on leaves in­ 
fested by the red spider, but the thrips evi­ 
dently preferred the sap of the leaves. 
This 
species, in all probability, belong to the genus 
Melanthrip», which meaná black 
thrips. 
Leaves received from M r. Grooves, of Chi­ 
co, were infested by the yellow mite Bimilar 
to specimens from Fresno, and also with 
thrips which, combined, had destroyed the 
leaves. 
The fine webs made by tbe mites ap­ 
peared to be an excellent trap for the thrips. 
All trees infested by these pests should be 
sprayed with soap and sulphur solutions 
(but it is now too late for this season). How­ 
ever, the leaves falling from infested trees 
should be raked together and burned, and 
the trees thoroughly washed with lye in 'th e 
winter season, 
Mr, Cooke has a fine collection of the larva 
and moths which have appeared in the peach­ 
es, plums, apricots and prunes this season.

A t the Registrar’s office there have keen 
registered 8,b04 names, of which 
1,378 
were registered Friday and 944 Saturday. 
The receipts for duties at the Custom 
House for the past week were 8139.080 443, 
making a total since Januay 1st of So. 758,­ 
923 10. 
The bank exchanges of this city promise 
to be larger this week than they were last 
week. 
They aro not up to the volume of 
last year at present. 
The new Bank Commissioners have ex­ 
amined most of the banks in the city dur­ 
ing the past three monthB. 
They will soon 
make their annual tour of the country 
banks. 
The Sisters of Mercy of the Magdalen 
Asylum report that there are at present 
sixty-six girls from the Industrial School 
at the asylum. 
A list of the names has 
been tiled with the Clerk of the B tard of 
Supervisors. 
The Caledonian Ciub is arranging for the 
reception of Ijord Lorne and the Princesa 
liouisc upon their arrival in this city. 
Kindred organizations will participate in 
doing honor to the son in-law and daughter 
of Britain's Queen. 
The City of Sydney, which sailed Sun­ 
day for Honolulu, Auckland and Sydney, 
was held about two hours to await the arri­ 
val of several passengers detained by a 
washout on the Southern Pacific Road. 
Upon the arrival of the passengers at about 
4 o’clock, they were at cnce driven to the 
steamer, which immediately sailed. 
An elderly Frenchman, known as Pere 
Deveaux, who resided on Thirty-second 
avenue, South San Francisco, and who 
earned a living by peddling mussels, was 
found dead in a gulch on llassiu’s ranch, 
near the Six-mile House, Saturday after­ 
noon. 
The deceased, who was about 75 
years of age, it is thought, died from nat­ 
ural causes. 
A. 11. Briggs, President of the Immigra­ 
tion Association of this State, gives the 
Dumber of immigrants arrived here over­ 
land third-class, for the week ending Sat 
urday, as 583, in which tw enty five States 
east of the Rocky Mountains are repre­ 
sented, as well as Canada, England, Scot­ 
land, Nova Scotia, France, Bslgium, Ger­ 
many and other countries. 
In accordance with the new law of Con­ 
gress, foreign passenger steamers arriving

spectors, one for hulls and one for boilers. 
They report to the Supervising Inspector-
